The 
district is governed by a five member board of supervisors elected by the qualified electors in the district.  The 
district has the authority to levy annual installment and maintenance taxes, non-ad valorem assessments and 
special assessments.  However, the district only levies non-ad valorem assessments. 
 
HB 773 designates the governing board of the district as the board of commissioners.
